The sm all busi­ 
ness district serving both cities 
is split by a ludicrous boundary 
line which slices its way right 
through 
some 
shops 
in 
the 
Boardwalk Shopping ( ’enter. 


Belvedere councilmen say they 
kept quiet about the peculiar 
boundary during Tiburón incor­ 
poration moves. They explain 
that they didn’t want to start a 
fight which might have muddled 
voters' ideas. But today they 
would like a bit more of the busi­ 
ness area, and its taxes, though 
they might have made it part 
of the city in the years before 
Tiburón incorporation 
Belvedere now m akes about 
$5.800 yearly in sales tax re­ 
turns from its share of the busi­ 
ness area. Tiburón will make 
more than $25.000, though the 
figure includes some business 
not right on the joint boundary 
of the cities. 
Belvedere would like a bigger 
share and polite talk is expected 
to continue between the adminis­ 
trators of the two cities, with 
each council looking over differ­ 
ent shoulders. 
Belvedere p o l i c e officially 
keep an eye on the Boardwalk 
business area within their city 
and unofficially on the part in 
Tiburón. Sheriff’s deputies also 
m ay cross the line as they pa­ 
trol in Tiburón—for who is to 
know which half of a store is in 
which city? 
The “ police” of Tiburón are 
deputies under contract to the 
city to patrol three and one-half 
of each eight hour shift within 
the city. Some Tiburón m er­ 
chants are far from pleased with 
the protection they get. 
There is the hypothetical pos­ 
sibility that the two next-door 
cities could share the already 
established 
Belvedere 
police 
force. 
But Belvedere has a popula­ 
tion of 2,350 and has alm ost 
filled every lot with homes. It 
cannot 
grow 
because 
it 
is 
hemmed in by Tiburón. On the 
long peninsula, all roads even­ 
tually lead to Belvedere, but 
they have to go through Tiburón 
to do it. 
Tiburón has a population of 
6,090 and has plenty of space 
for more construction and the 
possibility of annexation of ad­ 
jacent land, depending on the 
outcome of the Alto incorpora­ 
tion plans. 
Using Belvedere’s police force, 
with the disparate size and areas 
of the two cities, might be like 
the tail wagging the dog. 
“ Who would the chief belong 
to ?" asks Belvedere City Mgr. 
| William L. Cavalli. “ Who’s de­ 
partment would it b e?” But he 
notes that some cities have con­ 
tracted with others for police 
protection—which in a way is 
what Tiburón m ay do. 
Tiburón City Mgr. Lawrence 
D. Rose is expecting to get off 
a letter to county officials ask­ 
ing cost estim ates for setting up 
and manning for local use, a 
sheriff’s substation in Tiburón.

Belvedere’s 
street 
sweeper 
twice a week rumbles down Tib- 
uron’s business district, about 
two blocks on Main Street and 
Tiburón Boulevard. 
No one has yet been so crass 
as to mention money for the 
trade of services. 
But money is a prime factor in 
one question city counciimen are 
gently asking. The small busi­ 
ness district serving both cities 
is split by a ludicrous boundary 
line which slices its way right 
through 
some 
shops 
in 
the 
Boardwalk Shopping Center. 
Belvedere counciimen say they 
kept quiet about the peculiar 
boundary during Tiburón incor­ 
poration moves. They explain 
that they didn’t want to start a 
fight which might have muddled 
voters’ ideas. But today they 
would like a bit more of the busi­ 
ness area, and its taxes, though 
they might have made it part 
of the city in the years before 
Tiburón incorporation. 
Belvedere now makes about 
$5.800 yearly in sales tax re­ 
turns from its share of the busi­ 
ness area. Tiburón will make 
more than $25,000, though the 
figure includes some business 
not right on the joint boundary 
of the cities. 
Belvedere would like a bigger 
share and polite talk is expected 
to continue between the adminis­ 
trators of the two cities, with 
each council looking over differ­ 
ent shoulders. 
Belvedere p o l i c e officially 
keep an eye on the Boardwalk 
business area within their city 
and unofficially on the part in 
Tiburón. Sheriff’s deputies also 
may cross the line as they pa­ 
trol in Tiburón—for who is to 
know which half of a store is in 
which city? 
The “ police” of Tiburón are 
deputies under contract to the 
city to patrol three and one-half 
of each eight hour shift within 
the city. Some Tiburón m er­ 
chants are far from pleased with 
the protection they get.

On the 
long peninsula, all roads even­ 
tually lead to Belvedere, but 
they have to go through Tiburón 
to do it. 
Tiburón has a population of 
6,090 and has plenty of space 
for more construction and the 
possibility of annexation of ad­ 
jacent land, depending on the 
outcome of the Alto incorpora­ 
tion plans. 
Using Belvedere’s police fo rce, j 
with the disparate size and areas 
of the two cities, might be like 
the tail wagging the dog. 
“ Who would the chief belong 
to?” asks Belvedere City Mgr. 
William L. Cavalli. “ Who’s de­ 
partm ent would it be?” But he 
notes that some cities have con­ 
tracted with others for police 
protection—which in a way is 
what Tiburón may do. 
Tiburón City Mgr. Lawrence 
D. Rose is expecting to get off 
a letter to county officials ask­ 
ing cost estim ates for setting up 
and manning for local use, a 
sheriff’s substation in Tiburón.

U.C. Faculty 
Plan Gets 


New Support 


B E R K E L E Y OP — Support Is 
growing for an academic senate 
proposal to allow more political 
freedom and to place control of 
atudent discipline in the hands 
of the faculty at University of 
California’s Berkeley campus. 
On the eve of a meeting at 
which the board of regents will 
try to resolve the smoldering 
turmoil at the Berkeley campus, 
several groups have urged the 
regents to support the solution 
proposed by the Academic Sen­ 
ate. 


The regents, meeting in Los 
Angeles tomorrow will climax 
nearly three months of contro­ 
versy, during which four mas­ 
sive demonstrations were held 
on campus by rebellious stu­ 
dents. During the last demon­ 
stration, 784 persons, including 
590 students were arrested and 
charged after an all night sit-in 
at Sproul Hall, the Berkeley ad­ 
ministration building. 


Some regents have voiced dis­ 
approval of the proposal by the 
Berkeley faculty. 
Chairman Edward Carter con­ 
ceded that the problem was 
complicated and added that he 
has “ no idea” what course the 
board will take. 
The faculty proposals, which 
were approved 824-115 by the 
academic senate last week, will 
be presented to the regents by 
L'.C. President Clark Kerr. 
The dispute is over student 
demands for campus political 
freedom without limit.

vists who, if they wish, can es­ 
cape regular drills throughout 
the year under the new plan to 
merge Reserve units into the 
National Guard, it was learned 
today. 


These 
are 
men 
who 
have 
served from four to 10 months 
on active duty under a spec ial 
program and have a remaining 
reserve training obligation of up 
to 6 years, minus the time they 
Spoilt on active duty. 


Such an out will not be avail­ 
able in the future to young men 
who sign up in this “reserve 
enlisted program” as an alter­ 
native to being drafted for two 
years of active service. 
The practice has been for 
them to enlist in either a Re­ 
serve or Guard unit, take their 
four to 10 months of basic train­ 
ing, then return to civilian life 
where they have been obligated 
to drill weekly and to go to 


summer training camp for two 
weeks each year. 


The new program announced 
by Secretary of Defense Robert 
S.

137-acre Alto strip annexation 
before the Marin County Local 
Agency Formation Commission 
will constitute ‘ double jeopar­ 
dy,” Mill Valley Mayor Michael 
Womum declared today in a 
panel d i s c u s s i o n on radio 
K T IM ’s Sounding Board. 


But Albert Bianchi, represent-! 
ing Alto businessmen opposed to 
Mill Valley annexation, not only 
wanted a rehearing in the Civic 
Center at 8 p.m. Monday but de­ 
clared that a vote then will be 
against annexation. 


Wornum said the four and one- 
half hour hearing Tuesday night 
had been represented as a final 
action. 
He urged “ We should 
abide by that hearing, otherwise 
it was a waste of time.” Its out­ 
come was a 2-2 deadlock which,

vote, leaves Mill Valley free to 
continue annexation proceedings 
without LAFC approval. 


Mill Valley was pictured by 
Bianchi as “ a persistent but un-1 
wanted suitor” of the Alto area 
“ If marriage takes place,” he 
said, “ it won’t be by consent.”

Shorter white firs cost less per 
foot in some places, and tall 
ones more. At United Markets 
the price is a flat $1.50 a foot 
up to eight feet and $1.75 a foot 
over that. Other places offer a 
little more variation. 


At Casper’s in San Anselmo, 
white firs cost $1.85 a foot up to 
nine feet. These trees come from 
Carson Pass in the Sierra, high 
enough so the frost has “set” 
the needles, the store proprietor 
said. Casper’s charged the same 
price last year. 


At Fernando Clementino’s lot 
at Second Street and Grant Ave­ 
nue in Novato, white firs are go­ 
ing for $1 a foot, although “the 
better trees” bring $1.25 to $1.75 
a foot. These trees come from 
Eureka, Mont. Clementino says 
he is averaging 85 to 90 cents 
a foot on all trees including 
white firs, Douglas firs, scotch 
pine and ponderosa pine.

College May Go 
Into Computer 
Work In Big Way 


Center Could Take Over Jobs 


Now Being Handled By 'George'

Into

computer 
business 
whole hog. 
The effect, school authorities 
hope, would be to break a log­ 
jam in computer operation for 
Marin school districts now using 
"George,” the IBM 1401 com­ 
puter at the Civic Center. 
The plan for establishing a 
cooperative 
data 
processing 
center at the center at the Kent- 
lield campus will be broached 
to the trustees of the Marin 
.Tunior College District tonight 
by William J. Collins, who was 
studying the problem before his 
recent appointment as college 
vocational educational coordi­ 
nator. 
Louis Artiaco, systems analyst 
for the county schools office, has 
been making a study of school 
computer usage. His results will 
be reported to a special com­ 
mittee next week. 
Under the plan, according to 
Collins, the separate school dis­ 
tricts would contract with the 
«enter for time on a computer, 
probably an IBM 1440, a device 
a little smaller than the one used 
by the county. 
At the same time, the com­ 
puter would also be available 
as a teaching devices for classes 
at the college. By spending a 
minimum of 30 hours a week 
teaching with the machine, the 
school will earn a 20 per cent

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Nazis' Final Senseless Masacre 
Recalled By Survivor Of 'Bulge' 


KANSAS CITY 
- It was 
Dpo, 17, 1944, and outside the 
little town of Malmedv in Bel­ 
gium. (pi, John A. O'Connell 
stood in a snowy field with some 
150 members of Battery B. 285th 
Field Artillery, 
They had been overrun by 
Hitler's panzer divisions anil 
raptured as the Germans made 
their last big push to stay the 
allied invasion in the Battle of 
the Bulge, 
“ We figured the rest of the 
world war would be a concen­ 
tration camp for us,” said O'­ 
Connell, 
now 
a 
middle-aged 
manager for a baking company. 
“ 1 remember talking about it 
with my buddy Dave O’Grady." 
Suddenly a German command 
car moved along the road be­ 
side them with the tanks from 
the lit Panzer SS Regiment 
"A man in the command car 
stood up and took careful aim 
and fired into us.” O’Connell 
said. “ That was the signal. I 
guess, for the machineguns in 
the tanks to fire. I took one in 
the shoulder and went down. 
Someone fell across my legs. I 
fell face down, my head on 
Dave's back. He had been hit in 
the chest. Then the German in­ 
fantrymen began to fire into us. 
“ I couldn't believe it. 1 kept 
asking 
myself 
‘Why? 
Why*1’ 


Then I prayed. Dave was a 
Catholic like me and I tried to 
get him to pray but he just 
gasped ” 


Passing tanks added their fire 
“ just like a bunch of kids with 
air rifles.” 
Then the Germans came into

the field and dubbed, stabbed 
and shot the helpless captives 
on the ground. 
Another bullet passed through 
O’Connell's hand O'Grady died. 
Late that afternoon the light 
began to fade and a German 
soldier walked up and shot O'­ 
Connell in the head. The bullet 
went through the side of his face 
and lodged in his mouth. He 
spat it out. 
As darkness came near a 
whisper ran through the piles of 
dead and wounded soldiers 
“ Who's alive, who's alive’’" 
“ Me. me," came a few an­ 
swers. 
A group of wounded jumped 
up and ran for a patch of trees. 


About 15 made it safely through 
German fire. 
About three miles they came 
near 
a 
town 
and O'Connell 
volunteered to go in and see if it 
was occupied by Germans or 
Americans 
"I figured 1 should have dic'd 
in that field. I was going to get 
it over with, one way or another. 
So I went in. 
"Americans were in the town 
A colonel who listened wouldn’t 
believe my story until my bud­ 
dies came and told the same 
thing." 
That was the end of the war 
for O'Connell. 
Not until Jan. 13, 1945. when 
Americans recaptured the town 
did they find the evidence of one 
of the most infamous slaughters 
of unarmed prisoners. 
Eighty-six bodies of American 
soldiers were found riddled with 
bullets in that snowy field three 
miles from Malmedv.

For Cigarettes 


N EW Y O R K fl!PI> The cigar­ 
ette* industry yesterday unveiled 


p stiff new self-policing advertis­ 
ing code designed to forbid all 
advertising that might tend to

F ormer New Jersey Gov. Ftob- 
fii B 
Meyner will administer 
the rode governing hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of ad­ 
vertising in newspapers, maga- 
fines, television and radio and 
on billboards and signs, Meyner 
will have the power to fine to­ 
bacco companies up to $100,000 
for violations. 
Some of the actual provisions 
ol the code were stringent. Tes­ 
timonial advertising by athletes 
and other celebrities or their 
depiction in cigarette advertis­ 
ing. whether printed or on tele­ 
vision, is forbidden if, in the 
opinion of Meyner and his staff, 
their use would have a special 
appeal. 
The use of models or imagin­ 
ary persons in photos, drawings 
or as live talent who are under 
|5 years old or appear to be 
Under 2» is forbidden. 
The first rule of the code says 
on cigarette advertising may be 
designed to appeal to persons 
under 21. No ads at all may be 
used in publications or on tele­ 
vision or radio programs de­ 
signed to appeal to minors. No

Meyner told a news conference 
that cigarette companies could 
sponsor baseball games or other 
athletic contests on television so 
long as the commercials com­ 
plied with the stiff provisions of 
the code regarding smoking and 
athletics.

NEW YORK «IIP! -T h e Amer­ 
ican housewife would rather 
put down new carpeting for 
Christmas than put on a mink 
coat. She'd father have a dry­ 
er than diamonds.

study of feminine gift prefer­ 
ences done by a firm which 
makes decorative ribbons and 
papers. This is the fifth year 
of the Christmas gift prefer­ 
ence study by the company, 
which queried 200 homemakers 
selected at randon from teh 
phone directories in Chicago, 
Detroit, Atlanta and San Fran­ 
cisco, 
Forty per cent of the women 
were under 35. 
Seventy-four 
per cent lived in families with 
incomes of under $10.000, the 
rest with incomes of $10,000 
per year plus. 


The researchers said that a 
c r o s s - c h e c k of this year’s 
answers with those of the four 
preceding years indicated that 
the margin of accuracy is close 
to 5 per cent. 


FIVE YEARS ago. the re­ 
searchers advised husbands to 
“ Think Mink" when consider­ 
ing what to buy the wife for 
Christmas. Now, they've found 
the mooning for mink is on the 
wane. 
The widening eye of feminine 
acquisition now is fixed on din­ 
ing room sets, new living room 
furniture, carpets, linens and 
other items of household adorn­ 
ment. 
The kitchen, the re- 
sear* hers said, has replaced 
the yen for gems as refrigera­ 
t o r s , d r y e r s , dishwashers, 
toasters, 
mixers, 
and 
even 


hair dryers 
make a 
strong 
showing this year. 
Mere's how the percentages 
broke down: In 1960, 24 per 
cent of the women queried 
wanted furs and other items 
of clothing; this year, the per­ 
centage fell to 17 per cent. In 
I960, 26 per cent of the women 
wanted furniture or applianc­ 
es; this year, it jumped to 46 
per cent. 


THE RESEARCHERS found 
that spending on gifts has risen 
steadily in the five years. In 
1959, the average spent by a 
family was $147, Last year, it 
was about $165, The forecast 
for 1964; up 3 per cent to about 
$170. The average family will 
purchase about 30 gifts, and in 
40 per cent of the households, 
anywhere from six to 16 will go

What a jumble of terms, 
conflicting descriptions 
and just plain gobolede- 
gook the housewife m ust 
face when planning a new 
home and deciding just the 
furniture styles to use!

Now as to this matter of 
furniture 
periods 
and 
styles, there are a few 
terms that m ight be d e ­

For one, such designers as 
C 'hippeudale Ilepplcwhite 
and Duncan Phyfe, our 
first prominent American 
designer, all are grouped 
into what we now c all 18th 
Century design. The wood 
used is mostly mahogany 
and is of a formal nature. 
There are very few exact 
reproductions as the scale 
was too grand lor today’s 
homes and so adaptations 
have been made tor our 
use. liven so, because of 
its formality it is little used 
now but can be judiciously 
intermixed with other tra­ 
ditional styles. 
This very matter of scale 
determ ines your ch oice 
most often tor w e m ust 
keep in mind the size of 
our rooms, ceiling height 
and amount of light which' 
will suggest whether the 
furniture should be light 
and airy, u s e d in f r e e ­ 
standing positions or as 
impressive dramatic pieces 
to dramatize a room. 
This does not mean that

Johnson Must Be On Guard 


Against Government Scandal 


WASHINGTON 
There are 
special reasons why President 
Lyndon H Johnson will need 
to lake extraordinary meas­ 
ures to keep his administration 
free from the taint—even the 
suspicion of scandal. 
It did not take the tragedy 
of a Waiter Jenkins or the 
messiness of the Billie Sol 
Estes case or the Bobby Baker 
cover-up to persuade Johnson 
that he wants to keep his term 
of office unsullied. 
No president wants it other­ 
wise. 


OBVIOUSLY President John­ 
son does not want corruption 
to stain his rule. His fierce 
pride in himself and in his 
election should guarantee that; 
his 
political 
sophistication 
should keep him alert to the 
dangers of how corruption can 
creep and climb in govern­ 
ment until it is too late to pre­ 
vent it. 
But 
the 
candid 
question 
which 
must 
be 
asked 
and 
which, 1 suspect, Johnson is 
wisely asking himself is. What 
extra protection and precau­ 
tions can the president take 
to avert corruption within the 
government? 
It isn’t easy to keep scandal 
from the door of a government 
which has 2,320.000 employees 
President Warren G. Harding 
did not will the Teapot Dome 
scandals, but he was sold out 
by false friends in his admin­ 
istration. President Harry Tru­ 
man was horrified at the Jus­ 
tice Department income tax 
fixes, which reached as high 
as an assistant attorney-gen­ 
eral, but this corruption was 
poisoning the bureaucracy be­ 
fore Truman ever knew what 
was up. 


THERE ARE three reasons 
why President Johnson has to 
watch his administration like 
a hawk. 
One reason is that, despite 
the fact that the ethical stand­ 
ards of politics are as high as 
those 
of 
other 
professions, 
politicians are especially sus­ 


pect in the public mind. This 
suspicion Is bound to make 
Johnson’s problem more acute 
because of his own blgger-than- 
life image as a maneuvering 
politician — a valuable asset 
tmt a public relations liability. 
Further, the president has 
inherited some scandals and 
they were so exploited in the 
campaign that he will have to 
take added care to keep the 
administration guarded against 
corruption and. like Caesar's 
wife, against suspicion itself, 


THE THIRD circum stance 
which confronts Johnson is the 
effect of the 
Bobby 
Baker 
cover-up, which makes it dou­ 
bly crucial that the adm inistra­ 
tion avert anything which even 
looks like scandal. 
The Democrats will acutely 
regret that they ever snuffed 
out—on the eve of the cam ­ 
paign the rules committee in­ 
quiry into Baker’s grievous 
misuse of his position as secre­ 
tary of the Senate majority. 
The Democrats must have 
thought 
they 
were 
making 
things coz.y for the oncoming 
election 
They 
assured 
the 
country that the investigation 
was completed and satisfac­ 
tory. 


IT PROVED to be em bar­ 
rassingly incomplete and un­ 
satisfactory. It has had to l>c 
reopened and now everything 
new that comes out — about 
contract kickbacks and lobby­ 
ists’ 
pay-offs for legislative 
favors — raises the questions: 
Why didn’t this come out be­ 
fore? 
How can 
the 
Bobby 
Baker investigation be trusted 
in December when it couldn’t 
be trusted in August? 
The aroma from this leeble 
non-investigation will hurt the 
Democrats and the president 
for a long time. Inevitably it 
adds layers of suspicion in the 
public mind and makes it in­ 
cumbent upon Johnson to dem­ 
onstrate that such suspicions 
are unjustified. I have no doubt 
that he has the will and the 
force to do so.

W ASHINGTON-The Secret 
.Service is gathering informa­ 
tion on all individuals, organ­ 
izations and groups posing a 
potential physical threat or 
"em barrassm ent” to President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, Vice Presi­ 
dent-elect Hubert Humphrey or 
members of the Cabinet. 


Approved 
by 
the 
White 
House, this far-reaching pre­ 
ventive security measure is 
being undertaken by the Secret 
Service with the full assistance 
of all government agencies and 
departments. 


ALSO STATE and local po­ 
lice authorities are being re­ 
quested to cooperate in this 
sweeping information dragnet 
—the most intensive ever con­ 
ducted by a government agency 
during peacetime. 


According 
to 
government 
sources, the Secret Service de­ 
cided on this advance pro­ 
tection program after being 
severely criticized by the War­ 
ren Commission in its report 
on the assassination of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


The commission, headed by 
Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, 
recommended 
closer 
liaison 
between the Secret Service and 
other government agencies, in­ 
cluding the exchange of infor­ 
mation on persons regarded as 
potential threats to the presi­ 
dent. 


AS HIGHLIGHTED in the 
commission’s in v e stig a tio n , 
none of the government secu­ 
rity agencies with information 
on Lee Harvey Oswald notified 
the Secret Service that the Ma­ 
rine Corps defector had re­ 
turned from Russia and was 
living in Dallas. 
The State 
Department, CIA and FBI had 
this data in their files. 


Although the Warren Com­ 
mission made no specific rec­ 
ommendation on the informa­ 
tion to be collected, the Secret 
Service has included individ­ 
uals and organizations that 
might cause "em barrassm ent” 
to the president in order to 
protect him from dangerous 
pickets and demonstrators. 


With more massive demon­ 
strations being held In the cap- 


ital, authorities charged with 
the president’s security decided 
that full details about the or­ 
ganizers and participants are 
necessary to ensure his pro­ 
tection. 


THE SWEEPING nature of 
the Secret Service’s directive, 
expected to stir up a major 
controversy in the new Con­ 
gress. is already being studied 
by 
the 
Senate 
and 
House 
appropriations committees to 
determine if it goes too far. 
The legislators are concern­ 
ed that a number of the gov­ 
ernment agencies are using 
the directive to gather informa­ 
tion on individuals and organ­ 
izations that are of little threat 
to the president although not 
happy with some of his pro­ 
grams. 


While 
reviewing 
the 
new 
information - gathering 
pro­ 
gram, the legislators plan to 
question officials on how many 
of the 75 additional agents and 
technical personnel being re­ 
quested by the Secret Service 
will be involved in this task. 
In 
seeking 
an 
additional 
$650.000 for the accelerated 
program to strengthen presi­ 
dential 
protection, a 
Secret 
Service memorandum 
states 
that "the basic emphasis will 
be on more effective advance 
and preventive work by the 
service 
in 
connection 
with 
presidential travel, as well as 
the use of more sophisticated 
equipment.” 


ROBERTO 
ALEJOS, 
who 
provided the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency with training 
areas in Guatemala for the 
Bay of Pi >s invasion, is seek­ 
ing U. S. help to end the exile 
he has been cast into by the 
present military government of 
Guatemala. The wealthy 43- 
year-old Caribbean politician 
and landowner is now living in 
Miami. The Guatemalan gov­ 
ernment, headed by Col. En­ 
rique Peralta Azurdia, refuses 
to permit him to return.

Adults cry 
about demonstrations and lack 
of respect for elders and insti­ 
tutions. A lot of people wanted 
to play rough. They should 
expect a few bruises.

THESE DIRE forecasts an­ 
noy me, and I think most of 
these high-domed Cassandras 
are guilty of intellectual snob­ 
bery and an indefensible dis­ 
trust of their fellow men. 
I have no objection if a 
moralist wants to work 90 
breast-beating hours a week. 
It is none of my business. 
Equally, it is none of his busi­ 
ness if I happen to like the 
prospect of science cutting my 
work week to 10 hours or less. 
The average man a century 
ago worked at least 60 hours 
a week, but I doubt that this 
did much to improve his char 


acter or increase his joy in 
living, 


THE SHORTENING of the 
work week has been accom­ 
panied by an enrichment of 
American culture, 
a 
more 
healthful environment, and a 
lengthening of the life span. 
It is hard to see how the 
trend toward an even shorter 
work week can be harmful. 
Getting into trouble doesn’t 
really take much time. A fel­ 
low working a 10 hour day can 
get into just as much serious 
trouble as a fellow working a 
19-hour week. 


AS A MATTER of fact, the 
fewer hours a fellow works the 
more hours he has to spend 
keeping out of trouble. He has 
a lot more time to devote to 
this problem. 
A 19-hour work week also 
would take much of the ur­ 
gency out of our present fast- 
paced living which tends to 
make us neurotic. 
Instead of stopping off on 
the way home for a short quick 


one, we’d be able to stop off 
for a tall slow one. 


W E’D BE ABLE to study 
more history by staying up to 
watch more late, late, late 
movies on television. 
Our tempers would become 
sweeter as there would be 
more time to find a good park­ 
ing place for our cars. 
We’d have more time to fight 
crabgrass in the suburbs, 
We’d have more time to 
write letters to our congress­ 
man. 


HUSBANDS WOULD become 
more noble as they found more 
time to ponder their wives’ 
good advice. 
Punctuality would improve. 
After all, a fellow who goes to 
the office only two days a 
week can’t be late as often as 
a fellow who goes there five 
days a week. 
We’d even have more leisure 
to listen to moralists explain 
why too much leisure would 
destroy us.

NEXT CLUB 
South thought of leading the 
next club from his hand, but 
couldn’t guess whether to lead 
the queen or 
the low club. The 
low club would 
work in the 
actual 
hand, 
but 
the 
queen 
would work if East had started 
with A-x-x and West with J-x. 
If East still had both the ace 
and jack, South would have to 
lead clubs a second time from 
dummy. 
The problem was how to get 
to dummy to lead the second 
club. It looked “safe” to lead a 
spade to dummy’s king, but this 
play cost South his contract. 


FORCE OUT 
East took the next club trick 
and fired back the king of dia­ 
monds to force out dummy’s 
ace. 
This removed the entry to the 
long clubs, and South couldn’t 
make nine tricks without bring­ 
ing in the clubs. 
After winning the first club 
with the king, South must lead 
a diamond to dummy’s ace. 
East can take the next club and 
cash three diamonds, but then 
the defenders are through. 


IN POSITION 
Even if the defenders are in 
position to lead a spade from 
the West hand after taking their 
diamonds (this would be pos­ 
sible if West had length in dia­ 
monds), 
South can 
win 
the 
spade in his own hand and clear 
the queen of clubs out of the 
way before getting to dummy 
with the king of spades. Dum­ 
my’s last two clubs cannot be 
shut out. 
It looks dangerous to open up 
the diamonds, but it is unlikely 
that either opponent has five of 
the six missing diamonds and 
also the ace of clubs. 
The diamond play is there­ 
fore less risky than the “safe” 
spade play.

Pacific Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. will install a tempo­ 
rary cable across the south fork 
of Gallinas Creek at Santa Ve­ 
netia, according to notice issued 
by the U.S. Army Engineer Dis­ 
trict in San Francisco.

Legislators' 


Forum Is Set 


John Q. Public will have a 
chance to make himself heard 
in Sacramento and Washington 
through a hearing from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. tomorrow in M a r i n 
Civic Center. 
Marin’s three legislators will 
hold a forum for citizens, civic 
groups and local officials to air 
their ideas on what legislation 
should be passed in the coming 
year by the state and federal 
governments. 
Present at the session in the 
supervisors’ chambers will be 
Congressman Don H. Clausen 
(R-Crescent City), State Sen. 
John F. McCarthy (R-San Ra­ 
fael ) and Assemblyman William 
T. Bagley < R-San Rafael). 


And the networks, meanwhile, 
concerned overwhelmingly with 
profits rather than issues, are 
not likely to take too many dras­ 
tic steps that they feel would 
endanger their national adver­ 
tisers or audience.

spoken spokesman for a group 
here known as the Negro Actors 
For Action, sharply disputed a 
reported s t a t e m e n t by an 
NAACP executive that Negroes 
had made “spectacular employ­ 
ment gains in Hollywood. 
Furthermore, two nights ago, 
at a theater on Hollywood Boule­ 
vard, right in the heart of film- 
town, Dixon, author Jam es Bald­ 
win 
and actor-director Frank 
Silvera were featured in a dis­ 
cussion called "The American 
image in Television," for which 
invitations were sent out by the 
Writers Guild of America—and 
this night of talk reflected the 
dissatisfaction even further. 
A 
considerable audience of both 
whites and Negroes, a number 
of them recognizable industry 
people, turned out for this ses­ 
sion, which was held at the 
Music Box Theater, where Bald­ 
win’s play “The Amen Corner" 
is being presented. There is a 
long struggle ahead.
